Mr. Katz has it ready to be delivered when I give it 
the green light. The letter, which is lengthy, basically opposes the current attempt by 
the Metlakatla reservation (our only reservation) to extend their ocean boundaries. Our 
opposition would not be well received by Metlakatla. However, the Ketchikan Gateway 
Borough has already filed a "strenuous objection" and the proposed escpansion would clearly 
impact all sorts of fish stock and their management.
